2. EDITORIAL APPEARING EARLIER IN CP PAPER, RABOTNICHESKO 
DELO, WAS MORE EXPLICIT. IT PRAISED CHINESE PEOPLE FOR 
REVOLUTIONARY VICTORY AND SOCIALIST ACCOMPLISHMENT, EM- 
PHASIZING CHINESE INDEBTEDNESS TO SOVIET UNION. BUT THEN 
CONDEMNED INGRATITUDE AND FAITHLESSNESS OF MAO TSE-TUNG 
REGIME. EDITORIAL ACCUSES MAO GROUP OF "VOLUNTARISM AND 
ADVENTURISM" IN ECONOMIC POLICY AND. IN CULTURAL REVOLU- 
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PLETE "MILITARIZATION" OF COUNTRY. REGIME FURTHER 
ACCUSED OF CLEARLY ANTI-SOVIET POLICY, SPLITTING
